Steer Profit 
Is In Finishing 
Experts Say 


The top sale dollars always go 
for the well-finished animal— 
no matter what the beef market 
trend, advises George A. Brana- 
man, in charge of beef cattle at 
Michigan State College. Feeders 
rushing steers to market without 
proper finish are cheating them- 
selves, If they sell for fear of a 
market drop, they lose money by 
forcing their steers into a lower 
grade, he explains, and at th 
same time they help depress the 
market. He cautions, however, 
that it does not pay to hold steers 
from sale when they are finished 
for their grade. 

A downward trend in the beef 
market generally makes a bigger 
difference between high-grade 
and low-grade steers and recent

ings compare with what he might earn in a non-farm job? 
This is a difficult comparison to make. 


car. Man would need to earn $1.87 per hour for 40 hours 
per week, 50 weeks out of the year, to have as good a job 
as a full time fart hired man at $200 per month. This as- 


sumes that the farm hand receives, in addition to wages,}|, 


his house and a gallon of milk per day-and also that the 
non-farm. worker lives 10 miles from his job. If the farm 
wage was $150 per month, this-wouldbe- equivalent to 
about $1.50 per hour on the same basis of comparison. 


It might be argued that the farm hired hand works more! 


hours. This is probably true. The farm worker on a tairy 
farm who goes to work-at 6 a.m. and is finished with.eve- 
ning chores at 7 p.m. works an average of about 10 hours 
per day..With an occasional idle day due to weather and 
seasonality of work, this might total to as.much as 56 to 
60 hours per week. This.seems like a lot more hours than 
most factory workers put in. Keep in mind, however, that 
the factor worker doesn’t get paid for the hours he may 
spend driving to and from work. —~ 


One thing the factory workér.has. that is not available 
to farm workers at. present is unemployment insurance. 
For the factory worker, this pays a subsistence wage dur- 
ing limited periods of unemployment. The year sround 
farm worker, however, is seldom unemployed—farm work. 
ig nat conducive to layoffs. Both farm and non-farm work- 
ers are included under social security statutes for old age 


benefits. _ : 


Paid vacations for most farm workers are about the 
same as for non-farm and the farmer has no forced vaca- 
tions resulting from work stoppages due to strikes with 
which to contend. | : :
